A, That the fame Body that Died fhall Rife a- 
gain, we are to believe upon the fame Grounds as 
we believe there fhall be any Refurrection. The 
Scripture is as plain and exprefs in the one as the 
other, particularly in the following Texts; Thiugh 
after my Skin Worms deftiiy my Body, yet in my 
Flefo foal I fee God, whom I fall fee jor my felf, 
end mine Eyes fall behold and not another, Job, 19. 
26,27. He that Raifed up Christ from the Dead, 
foal alfo quicken cur Mortal Bodies. Rom, 8. 11. 
fr this Corruptible must put on Incorruption, and 
tis Mortal must put on Immortality, 1 Cor. 15. 53. 
The Inderrity of rhe Dying and Rifing is farther 
proved from the Place whence the Refurrection 
fhail begin, from the erd of the Refurrection, from 
the Confideration of the Bodies which fhall never 
Rife becanfe they fhall never Dye, and trom the 

xamp.es of thofe that have adtually Rifen again: 
All which heing Matters of Common Obiervation, 
we thall nor now infitt upon them, And as tot

the Quakers ODj€tion, That Ficfh and Blood cannot

Copious Fountains tartheft from the Sea, whither 
fo great Quantities of Frefh Water cannox reaiona- 
be derived any other way than in Vapors All! 
Vapors are known to be Frefh, and therfore ad- 
mitting them to be the Caufe of Springs and Ri- 
vers, the Frethnefs of thefe latter it is no longer a 
Difficulty, But how Vapors come to be the Cauie 
of Springs, we muft remit the Querift to Mr, Hal- 
lays own Explication in the Philofophical Trant. 
actions, as being too large for this Paper, And 
as for the Caufe of rhe Saltne{s of the Sea, tha 
has been Explained in our firft Volume.
